ROGER A PRYOR AND T U E SOLID 
SOUTH. 
Hon. Boger A. Pryor, well known in 
Wisconsin on account of the celebrated 
Pryor-Potter duel challenge just p i ­ 
lous to the civil war, an original secesa - 
ionists and “ hre eater” of 1861, and a 
lifelong democrat of the free trade school, 
probably knows what he is talking about 
when he says that his views expressed in 
the New York Herald, of Sunday, will 
displease his party. 
He declares with 
striking frankness that President Harri­ 
son, by making protection the main is­ 
sue between parties, will ' breakup what 
is called tie solid south, and attract a 
very large proportion of the southern 
vote toftbe republican party.” The rea­ 
son given for this belief is that "the 
south is strongly la favor of a distinctly 
protective tariff.” Certainly this infor­ 
mation will not gratify the senators and 
representatives from southern states who 
have been vociferating that the south was 
solid against protection, and dreadfully 
indignant because it was systematically 
•'robbed for the benefits of the north.” 
But Mr, Pryor appears to believe, as re­ 
publicans do, that the actual opinion of 
gout hem citizens is net permitted to be 
represented by the southern votes that 
are cast and^eturoed. 
Mr. Pryor says the development of 
southern mining and manufacturing has 
created a great revolution in the actual 
sentiment of the southern psople. He 
says, also, that the ancient whig psrty 
was ‘‘a most respected and weighty pow­ 
er at the south,” and that the descendants 
of ltd memberi now on the stage have in­ 
herited the principles and prejudges of 
their ancestors. 
Mr. Pryor states that, 
“as an economic question, the principle 
of free trade is demonstrated,” and “the 
prooective policy is discredited by the 
argil aa out of the political 
economists. 
Bat it may be indispensable to the ad­ 
vancement and completeness of tne re­ 
sources an I the power cf £the country.” 
This is a really startling 
admission for 
Mr. Pryor, but he evidtntly believes that 
in bis charge cf thought he represents a 
powerful body of democrats and former 
free traders at the south. 
The south also leans toward tho re­ 
publican party because it believes in in­ 
ternal improvements and in liberal ex­ 
penditures for development of resources. 
The old state rights notions, Mr. Pryor 
admits with refreshing candor, were as­ 
serted by the south exclusively for the 
purpose of defending slavery. Bat that 
institution bemg gone, "the necessity of 
federal aid in rebuilding their fallen 
fortunes and repairing their wasted re­ 
sources compels the southern people to 
aggrandize the federal power. ’ On that 
topic also Mr. Pryor says his '‘own po­ 
litical faith 
underwent modification,’* 
and while, ' as a mere matter of dollars 
and cents, appropriations for the army 
and 
navy and 
for 
education 
are 
wasteful expenditure, yet such expendi­ 
ture is 
essential 
to the prosperity 
and sectility oi the country,” Mr. Pryor 
Says thfct he wants no office, ana is only 
‘a private aa J pawerlnss citizen, but 
however small my influence, it is my 
duty to tXt rt it for what I conceive to be 
tho interest of the country.” 
Tats distinguished democrat bas come 
to believe so nearly in republican prin­ 


c ip le s that he is liable to be called a 
traitor b.\ his hot-headid dean cratic 
friends.

According to the report of the Mas- 
eaobnsetts railroad commissioners, 244 
fatal 
accidents 
occurred 
on . the 
railways of that state last year, and 538 
persons were injured. The accidents are 
set dowo as due to three principal causes 
—grade crossings,trisspaseing and inad­ 
equate station arrangements. Twenty- 
seven persons were killed at grade cross­ 
ings, and 32 injured, while 114 tress- 
pasBers were killed and 82 injured. The 
casualties at grade crossings are pre­ 
ventable by the abolition of snob cross­ 
ings. 
Nothing can be clearer 
than 
that; and the commissioners, we are 
glad to see, argue stoughtly in favor of 
protecting these crossings while they re­ 
main , and abolishing them aa soon as 
possible. As to trespassing, there are 
some sensible recommendations. 
The 
broad principle (which bas long prevail­ 
ed in England) is laid down that persons 
other than officials or employes should 
not be allowed on railroad tricks. The 
present law on the subject is considered 
inadequate, especially as to meins of en­ 
forcing it. That 114 persons should be 
killed upon the tracks who hid no bus­ 
iness there, in atingle year, is a discour­ 
aging record, and while it may be said 
that it was their own fault, that does not 
wholly settle the responsibility.

T U E S E N A T E ELECTION DILL. 
The Cooper election bill, says the Mil­ 
waukee Sentinel, passed last week by 
the unauimous vote of the senate, is de­ 
signed t > secure that secrecy of the ballot 
which all agree is essential to honest 
elections and whiob has been obtained for 
Milwaukee by the Keogh b ll. Toe bill 
appears to embody the best features of 
the Keogh law, the Massachusetts aud 
New York laws, and the Australian sys­ 
tem, with such modi fictions as have 
been necessary to meet all reasonable ob­ 
jections. 
It provides for the absolute 
secrecy of the ballot, with ample pro­ 
vision for voting by illiterates and dis­ 
abled persons, in this respect being an 
improvement en some other systems, it 
^prohibits all electioneering within IOO 
feet cf el) polling place; and it arranges 
for the printing and distribution of bal­ 
lots at the public expense, 
The bill is intended to extend to the 
state at large, wherever the registration 
laws apply, the benefits of the excellent 
system for the prevention of bribery and 
espionage at the polls new in this and 
other cd'.es, with such improvements and 
modifications as experience has suggest­ 
ed. 
Its J rmciples need no further ad­ 
vocacy. 
Every man who is rn favor of 
honest elections irnst give consent to 
the proposition that bribery must be 
ma le impracticable and that every voter 
should ba ti owed to oast his ballot 
without business, social or political es­ 
pionage 
influence 
or 
intimidation. 
T e Cooper bill 
appears in every 
way competent to effect tbeaa necessary 
ends. It is net an experiment, but every 
feature bas been a marked success after 
ample trial. When tach a law was ap­ 
plied to Louisville, 
objections were 
raised against its seeming complexity;

S a n F r a n c is c o , Cal., March 20.—China 
mail advices by the steamship City of Pekin 
concerning the sinking of the Spanish 
steamer Remus near tho Phillipine Islands, 
Jan. 30. say that forty-two lives were lost 
out of 160 on board.

This in itself is 
not a light burden, there being no one to 
help us but leper boys; beside, the num­ 
ber increases every week. 
The father 
Los also begun (about a month after my 
arrival) to build a new church, 30 by 70 
feet, forty feet of which is of stone, and 
the rest of wood. 
We have only one 
mason, 
a white leper, an Irishman. 
Father Damien is the head carpenter, and 
his Helpers are two or three leper boys. 
Although I am not a leper, I could not 
leave here to fro to any of these Islands 
without a proper certificate from the 
board of health. 
But I have no wish to 
get anywhere. 
My mission is 
here, 
and 
here 
I’ll 
remain.” 
Doubtless 
this priest will lie in the same grave 
w hich is destined for Father Damign.

Accounts

steamer Dolphin, flagship of Hear Ad­ 
miral Kimberly, commanding the Pacific 
squadron, and at present undergoing re­ 
pairs at the Mare Island navy yard, would 
seem to indicate, that tho action of salt 
water on the bottoms of steel vessels 
tends toward rendering them unservice­ 
able for sea duty in a much shorter space 
of time than was calculated upon, 
The 
rust and galvanic action combined huve 
already made little indents in her plating 
to a depth of three-sixteenths of aa inch, 
which in plates originally oniy seven six­ 
teenths of an inch shows that considera­ 
ble care will have to ho taken with the 
vessels of the new steel navy that arc 
destined to cruiso for a considerable 
length of time in tho waters along the 
South American coast, without having 
an occasional docking and repainting. 
The Dolphin is by no means the first 
vessel that has suffered from this cause of 
tho waters of the Pacific, which seem 
particularly bad in their effect on steel or 
Iron craft. 
All the steamers of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation company trading on 
that coast, as well as the Pacific Steam­ 
ship company’s vessels, have to he docked 
and painted at least three times a year. 
The Chilian 
men-of-war are likewise 
great sufferers in this particular, and are 
docked every four months, at each of 
which times four coats of anti-fouling 
paint arc applied. 
The result in the case 
of the Dolphin will probably be the re­ 
placing of her water-line plates by thicker 
metal, or the covering of the present 
armor by a belt of plates extending a 
spaco somewhat above and also below the 
water line. 
“ The pitting,” as it is called, 
extends along the vessel’s water line, be­ 
ing worst amidships and tapering toward 
the ends, and all this notwithstanding the 
fact that the vessel was heeled o\rer and 
painted wherever practicable during her 
stay in the different ports. 


A n I n r « n io n i R a t Trap. 
A writer in Chambers' Journal repeats 
the method which is in quite general use 
here for the extermination of rats. These 
animals are the wisest of domestic ver­ 
min, and any means taken for their 
destruction is, as a rule, 
quickly dis­ 
covered by them; if not, the terror alone 
engendered by the ever diminishing tribe 
is sufficient to cause them to flee tho mys­ 
terious power which haunts them. Takiug 
advantage of this trait, the writer in 
question constructed a trap for the rats. 
This was a water barrel carefully con 
cealed. 
On the top was a trap door 
(simply balancing by a pivot in the cen 
ter), and beyond this some food was 
placed for which the rats had a strong 
liking. 
They could only get to this by 
walking over tho door, and in order to 
entice them, the door was fixed for about 
a week;then the bolt was drawn, and for 
several nights a plentiful supply 
of 
drowned rats, rewarded the ingenuity of 
the rat killer, and the remainder of the 
colony sought “fresh woods and pastures 
new.”
